City officials were confronted 
at 


Tuesday's City Commission meeting 
with new requests for community im- 
provements and inquiries on what had 
been done regarding previously voiced 
requests from three representatives of 
the black community. 


Lucian Coy, 103 E. 19th Ave., got quick 


response when he voiced a first-time 
complaint about drainage ditches along 
E. 19th not being cleaned out so water 
could drain away .and not create 
flooding. 


City Engineer Bob Scott advised he 


would direct the street department to 
open the ditches promptly and would 
himself survey the situation. 


On hand to learn what, if anything, had 


been done about complaints and 
grievances they had voiced previously in 
behalf of East Side residents were Ar- 
thur Carroll and Billy Elias. 


Acting City Manager Alton Justiss 


informed Carroll that he (Justiss) and 
the city engineer are now "Working on 
the S. Beaton bridge" which needs to be 
strengthened so school buses and trucks 
can traverse this route. Just what will be 
done Justiss didn't say, but it is being 
investigated and explored. 


As to a request by Carroll that the city 


give priority to placing on its schedule 
for petitioned street paving a two-block 
section of S. 9th from E. 7th over to E. 
9th Ave., City Manager Justiss said on 
checking out the petition, it had been 
found that it did not have the required 
signatures of 75 per cent of the abutting 
land's ownership. Justiss said they had 
determined the land on the east side of 


TP&L Plans 
To Double 


Texas Power & Light Company will 


bolster electric service in the Corsicana 
area during 1972, T. L. Austin, Jr., TP&L 
president, announced. 


The Company will convert its 


Navarro-Corsicana Magnolia Pump 
transmission "irne "from' 69,000-volt to 
138,000-volt operation and will extend the 
line around the west and north side of 
Corsicana to the Corsicana substation. 


Additionally, TP&L will rebuild and 


convert the Corsicana Glass-Corsicana 
Magnolia Pump to 138,000-volt operation 
from its existing 69,000-volt operation. 


The local improvements will provide 


2-way 138,000-volt electric service to the 
Corsicana substation, the Corsicana 
Magnolia Pump substation and the 
Corsicana Mobil tap. They also will 
provide 138,000-volt and 69,000-volt 
sources to Corsicana Glass substation. 


The improvements are part of a 1972 


construction program in which TP&L 
will spend $111,500,000 for new and 
improved electric facilities. 


The construction budget is the largest 


in the Company's 60-year history, and 
expenditures will allow TP&L to keep 
pace with the growing electrical 
demands of customers in its 51-county 
service area. 


A major portion of the expense is in- 


volved in the construction of eight major 
generating units. When completed over 
the next several years, the new units will 
be capable of producing more than 5 
million kilowatts of electric power. 


One new 
unit 
is 
located 
on 


Tradinghouse Creek near Waco; two 
units near Tatum in Rusk County; twof 
units near Fairfield in Freestone 
County; two units near Mount Pleasant 
in Titus County and a generating unit in 
Hood County. The Freestone County, 
Rusk County and Titus County units will 
be owned jointly by TP&L, Dallas Power 
& Light Company and Texas Electric 
Service Company. 


NJC Enrollment Down

Navarro Junior College officials 


Tuesday said changes in the draft for 
U.S. Armed Forces service is believed 
to be one of the key factors which caused 
lower regular credit enrollment at 
Navarro Junior College this Spring 
semester as compared to the Spring of 
1971. 


A bi-product of the enrollment drop 


was closing of one of the mens' dor- 
mitories. 


Henry W. Moore, dean of admissions 


and registrar, said registration for 
regular college credit courses closed 
Monday with 925 students enrolled. The 
enrollment figure for the spring of 1971 
was 975 students. 


"There are a lot of factors, and you 


can't pinpoint what has caused the 
reduction," Moore commented. "But I 
think changes in the draft status was a 
great factor." 


Moore said although the enrollment 


this Spring is less than that of Spring, 
1971, the Fall, 1971, enrollment was an 
increase over the Fall of 1970. During the 
Fall of 1970 there were 1,105 students 
enrolled for regular credit courses as 
compared to 1,122 in the Fall of 1971. 


He said it is common at most colleges 


and universities for enrollment to be 
significantly lower during the Spring 
semesters than during Fall semesters. 
He said some students finish their junior 
college work at mid-semester 
and 


transfer to a four-year college during the 
Spring, and others try college for a 
semester during the Fall and decide they 
do not wish to pursue a college career, 


Other factors for reduction in 


enrollment from Fall to Spring, he said, 
include the draft changes and changes in 
economic conditions. He reasoned that 
jobs are easier to find now than they 
were last Fall. 


"Marriage", he said, "is also a fac- 


tor." 


Moore said three community service 


courses have been added to the college 
program and are still open for 
enrollment. These courses have set the 
total enrollment figure presently at 1,029 
students. He added that only one of these 
courses, the real estate course, lasts 
throughout the Spring semester. It 
began Jan. 31 and ends May 25. There 
are 45 students enrolled in this course. 


A course in basic law enforcement and 


police academy, which has 29 students 
enrolled, began Jan. 31 and ends Feb. 25. 


The other community service course is 


financial management of business. It 
has an enrollment of 30 students and 
ends Feb. 9. 


Moore said other community service 


courses will be offered as the semester 
progresses. 


The Registrar and NJC President Dr. 


Ben W. Jones commented on the closing 
of Mens' Dormitory II which wound up 
with only eight occupants this Spring. 


Dr. Jones said the eight boys were 


moved to other dorms on campus rather 
than to leave the dorm open. He com- 
mented that due to a regular drop in 
Spring enrollment last Spring, the dorm 
should have been closed then also, but it 
was not done. 


"We plan to refurbish it this Spring 


and have it ready for next year," the 
college President said. He said the 
dormitory will be open again next Fall. 


When asked if a marijuana raid by 


police on the NJC'campus.last fall was a 
factor in the loss of enrollment, Moore 
said he did not think it was, "because 
there were so few involved and it would 
not affect those who were not involved." 


Dr. Jones said a change at the college 


is that more and more people are 
commuting than are wanting to live on 
campus, and in other cases the trend is 
toward apartment living. 


Moore said NJC is attracting more and 


more students from local areas and less 
and less students from Dallas County 
because of the growth of colleges in the 
Dallas area. He said the four-county 
area NJC serves includes Freestone, 
Limestone, Ellis and Navarro counties. 


"We are attracting more and more 


graduates from our area," Moore 
commented. "If they had not started the 
junior colleges in the Dallas, Fort Worth 
and McLennan County areas, we would 
have received some of the students from 
those areas." 


The number of foreign students 


enrolled at NJC has remained about the 
same as last spring, according to Moore. 
He said there are presently about 75 
foreign students enrolled. 


the street was owned by an estate, with 
little chance of consenting to the paving 
petition. Justiss said he realized that 
many of those signing up were poor and 
couldn't pay their pro rata share, and 
the city would need to take a paving lien, 
but this likely would be recommended 
for inclusion by the city engineer in the 
next paving schedule.

Pevehouse?" addressing a pointed 
inquiry to City Attorney Don Pevehouse. 
Pevehouse acknowledged that was the 
case in some instances, but in others the 
city had collected payment on liens. He 
rejoined that Stroube, as other Com- 
missioners, were aware of problems the 
city had encountered in the past on liens 
and payments by some who have 
petitioned and received paving on the 
promises they would pay for the im- 
provements. 


At any rate, on Commissioner 


Stroube's motion the council agreed 
unanimously to give this particular 
project "consideration" in the next 
paving program schedule submitted by 
the city engineer. 


City Attorney Pevehouse came under 


fire from Elias more pointedly than 
other city officials. Elias reminded the 
Commission he had been before it 
several months ago complaining about 
blowing trash from a "rag house" on E. 
5th Ave., from various segments of the 
East Side haying no sidewalks, 
necessitating residents having to walk in 
flooded, muddy streets, about poor 
garbage collection service, and the 
continuing problem of blighted houses, 
and trains that sit idle for long periods 
blocking street crossings to emergency 
vehicles. 


"What we are concerned about is that 


we (East, Side residents) get equal 
consideration," Elias said. Addressing 
himself directly to City Attorney 
Pevehouse, Elias asserted "We voted for 
you, you asked us to, and now we are 
asking you to do something for us. We 
still have blighted houses that are rat 
and roach-ridden. It bothers us that the 
city has a master plan that calls for 
these types of improvements and we 
would like something done about it." 


Pevehouse 
thanked East 
Side 


residents for voting for him. Then he 
detailed that on the trash and littering 
complaint, he had given the owner of a 
"wrecking factory" not otherwise 
identified notice to remove his equip- 
ment and materials off city parkway by 
next Monday, or an injunctive law suit 
would be filed. He said he had talked to 
the railroad 
(again unspecified by 


name) about waste materials on its 
right of way but had not gone into the 
matter on the city requirement that a 
fence screening off the business be 
erected. 


"I don't have any report on the rag 


place at this time; on the blighted house, 
we are still working on that; and as for 
the trains, I will have to check," City 
Attorney 
Pevehouse 
said. 
He 


acknowledged there is a state law 
regulating and limiting the time a train 
can block a street crossing, and recalled 


that recently Corsicana had one railroad 
in court for this offense. He suggested 
that one remedy would be to have police 
issue more tickets to train crewmen 
when crossings are blocked overly long. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and all 


Commissioners responded to Elias that 
complaints 
about 
poor 
garbage 


collection were not isolated to East Side 
areas. They reminded that Corsicana 
currently is buying new trucks which 
will bring about an improvement to this 
city service. 


"I might also mention, "Mayor 


Youngblood said, "that a lot of people in 
Corsicana are under the impression we 
charge to pick up brush, but we don't."

Dallas, Mineral 
Wells and San Angelo had 19, while 
Tyler, Texarkana, Longview, Lufkin and 
Waco reported readings in the 20-25 
degrees range.

The City Commission gave its 


approval Tuesday for use of 
plastic pipe for water mains and 
service lines which are on the 
approved list in the city's new 
plumbing code for use in new 
additions and subject further to 
approval of Corsicana's building 
official and city engineer. 


The action came following a 


request by Ed Erwin that a 
specific 
type 
plastic 
pipe, 


"PVC," he had begun installing 
in his Canterbury Addition before 
he had been made aware that its 
use had not been formally ap- 
proved. 


Rrwin told the Commission 


that, due to a misunderstanding 
on liis part in conversations with 
Building Official Delina Ware 
and City KnRineer Bob Scott, he 
had installed some 2,000 feet of 
the pipe before being stopped 
because the City Commission had 
not formally passed on its usage, 
although Ware had advised him it 
was a type authorized under 
Corsicana *s new plumbing code. 


Ware confirmed that the PVC 


pipe Krwin was using was one of 
the plastic pipes approved by 
materials, chemical composition, 
and pressure testing allowed 
under a new plumbing code 
adopted within the past few 
months. 


When asked by Commissioners 


why Krwin had been stopped and 
what the problem was. Ware said 
it was because his office "didn't 
want the responsibility on my 
back until it had been approved 
bv the Citv Commission". He said 
* 
» 


as far as he was concerned this 
pipe meets the city's standards, it 
just hasn't been used for water 
mains 
heretofore, although 


varying brands of plastic pipe 
have been used for service lines 
on private property. 


"It's new and never been done 


before in Corsicana, but as far as 
mv office is concerned it is 
* 


okay," Ware responded, adding 
"It is just a matter for the City 
Commission to approve." 


Commissioner John Carlock 


led the probing which brought out 
that Ware and City Engineer 
Scott wanted the policy-making 
board to spell out that the 
Commission approved use of 
plastic pipe which meets controls 
rather than them have the 
responsibility. 


Engineer Scott told the Com- 


mission "right now, 1 don't know 
enough about it to give an 
opinion." He informed 
the 


Commission that the Planning 
and Zoning Commission had last 
week refused to take any 
responsibility on the matter, 
feeling it was the city's decision, 
but

recommending the City Com- 
mission 
investigate 
the 


feasibility of authorising plastic 
pipe.

He said that with 
such a great number of the young 
people soon to be joining the job 
market, it is essential that they 
be prepared to work. 


Flexibility of occupational 


training was stressed by Fitz. 
The program he is working to 
develop is in the field of con- 
struction. He was graduated 
from

Houston 
State 


Teachers' College in 1940, then 
worked five years in vocational 
rehabilitation. Then, he spent 15 


in 
the 
construction 
years 
business, followed by four years 
as a vocational instructor. He has college, 


toward children in grades K 
through sixth grade. Throughout 
Texas, there are about 70,310 
students enrolled in this phase. 


Phase two, which deals with 


occupational 
involvement, 


presently has a state-wide 


snt of 4,372 students. 


The exploratory phase, which 


involves students of grade nine 
and up, has an enrollment of 473 
students in Texas. 


Fitz said the program involves 


21 different types of occupations 
related to construction. These 
trades include masonry, car- 
pentry, etc. The program at- 
tempts to associate ninth grade 
students with the tools of the 
construction 
family of oc- 


cupations. When the students 
reach the 10th grade they may be 
instruced in plumbing and pipe 
fitting, then the next year receive 


ion in heating and cooling 


systems. The 12th grade training 
would involve cooperative part 
time training. Post high school 
training is a choice the student 
makes.
